An O’Fallon woman was 
char sen) with first-degree 
murder Friday in Madison 
County Circuit Court for 
allegedly killing her sister in 
a plot to steal the victim’s 
baby and call it her own

was held without bond 
Friday at the Madison 
County Jail 

Merrifield allegedly hit 
her sister, Jossie L. 
Merrifield, 18, of the 300 
block of North Summit 
Street in Collinsville, over 
the head repeatedly with a 
large rock Thursday night, 
Madison County Sheriff Bob 
Churchich said. 

The victim tumbled down 
the creek embankment and 
landed face-down in the 
water. The preliminary 
cause of death was believed 
to be drowning, authorities 
said. The suspect later led 
authorities to her sister’s 
body 

Sandra Merrifield, the 
suspect, was claiming to be 
pregnant for months but was 
not, Churchich said. 

“The victim was killed 
predominantly for the 
child,”’ Churehich said 

Authorities first learned 
about the killing when the 


suspect and her boyfriend, 
Everette Jackson, 32, 
appeared at the Collinsville 
Police Department just after 
9 p.m. Thursday. 

The sheriff said there is 
reason to believe that 
Sandra Merrifield suspected 
Jackson is the father of the 
infant, although further 
investigation will have to be 
done to determine with 
certainty whether that was 
the case. 

Churchich said the suspect 
had tried to convince 
Jackson that she had 
delivered the baby that 
same evening. Jackson 
became suspicious and 
persuaded Sandra Merrifield 
to tell the truth, which was 
that she killed her sister to 
steal the baby, the sheriff 
said. 

“The plot was foiled by 
her boyfriend,” said 
Churchich, who commended 
Jackson for coming forward 

Jackson took the incident 
hard, said Capt. Don Spaul, 


blows whistle on alleged plot 


chief of detectives for the 
sheriff’s department. 

“He was devastated. He 
broke down during the 
interview,” Spaul said, 
noting that Jackson said he 
could not believe what had 
happened. 


Even after coming to the 
police station and admitting 
to the killing, Sandra 
Merrifield allegedly 
continued to insist she had 
been pregnant after several 
miscarriages.

ng Bumpy Lawns 
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ough, bumpy and 

uneven are words 

that describe 

many roads 

around the 
country, especially the 
unpaved ones with their 
washboard surfaces. Of 
course, those words also 
describe some lawns too. If 
your mower bounces 
around like a small boat In 
choppy water, we have 
some reasons why and the 
solutions. 


As a lawn grows older, it 
can become rough and 
uneven as the grass 
gradually thins. Sparse, 
thin lawns have less leafy 
growth and cushioning 
effect than thick ones. Thin 
lawns may be caused by 
poor maintenance, shade, 
insects, diseases and other 
factors. Re-establishing 
thick grass can help 
correct the problem and 
smooth things out. 


Another cause of uneven 
lawns is failing to take 
precautions when laying 
sod. Sod should be laid on 
damp soil. It's next to 
impossible to lay sod 
without walking on it, and if 
the round is wet and soft, 
you'll create depressions in 
it that will last for years. 


Freezing and thawing of 
the soil during late winter 
and early spring is another 
reason lawns aren't as 
smooth as they look. This 
is known as “heaving,” and 
soil isn’t the only thing that 
does this. Concrete walks 
and drives, fence posts and 
the like all can heave. 


Finally, one more cause is 
constantly following the 
same path with your lawn 
mower, which can cause 
ruts in the lawn. 


If your lawn fits any of the 
above descriptions, you 
can probably restore it. 
Don't expect results 
overnight, but they'll 
happen eventually. 


Aerate the lawn. This is 
best done in late summer 
or early fall. The aerating 
machine has tubes that go 
down into the sojl and 
remove small plugs, 
allowTng air and moisture 
to penetrate deeper. The 
plugs will break down 
quickly, and the growing 
grass will fill in the area. 


Power rake the area to 


help break up the bumps in | 


the lawn. This will also 
speed up the breaking 
down of the plugs left by 
the aerating machine. 








The power raking will 
surely leave behind a 
bunch of loose grass 
blades and thatch. Make 
sure you rake it all up. 


Sow an appropriate grass 
seed and rake the entire 
area with a leaf rake. This 
will work the seed into the 
soll. Keep the soll surface 
moist to encourage the 
grass seed to sprout. 


Be sure to apply fertilizer 
in fall and spring. 
Fertilizing will help thicken 
the turf even more and 
make whatever bumps that 
are left over much less 
noticeable. 


Whatever you do, even If 
your well-meaning friend 
makes claims to the 
contrary, don't try to 
smooth out a bumpy 
landscape by rolling it. It 
may seem to remove some 

{ the roughness, but it can 
also cause damage by 
compacting the soll. And 
compacted soil conditions 
reduce grass vigor and 
make the lawn even 
thinner, which gets us back 
to the second paragraph. 


If your lawn is fairly 
smooth, but has an area 
with one large, deep 
depression, you can fix It 
easily. Cut out and carefully 
lift the turf from the 
depressed area. Fill it with 
with good soil, then lay the 
piece of sod back over it. ° 
Water it well and keep it 
that way. It'll eventually 
blend in perfectly with the 
surrounding grass. 


Once these steps are 
completed, your lawn 
should be thicker and the 
surface should be more like 
a newly-paved freewa 
than a ripply dirt roa

They are minor things,”’ said Monte 
Welker, executive director of Beverly 
Farm Foundation. ‘‘A couple of 
residents had family-style eating in 
their (individual care) plans, and we 
were providing them dishes” of food 

The second new violation, he said, 
was not having enough supervisors 
present while residents ate. 

‘Tom Schafer, a spokesman for the 
lllingis Department of Public Health, 


confirmed that the new problems are 
not severe. 

The inspectors Thursday finished 
Complies: their report on how the 
home had addressed the June viola- 
ous in the 45-day deadline.

With 15 of 16 violations addressed, 
Welker said he is pleased with the 
outcome. 

Among changes the staff made at 
the home were upgrading its 
evacuation procedures and expanding 
a policy on notifying parents or 
guardians of abuse to include 
non-staff and non-residents. 

“Among the 16 violations, none of 
the residents’ lives were threatened. 
Some violations were easil: 
correctable. I’m not sure the 16 
would have been a big deal one year 
ago,” before the strike, Welker said 

‘Welker said the latest group of 
inspectors comprised a ‘‘special 
team”’ in light of the strike. Two of 
the members were ‘‘new eyes’’ from 
outside the region, two had been at 
Beverly Farm before, and they were 
joined by a supervisor of surveys, he 
said. 

On July 8, State Rep. Louis Lang, 
D-Skokie, peceenied reporters with 
copies of the report, calling for the 


state to put the home in receivership 
The following day, the American 
ederaion of State, Coun ty and 
nicsal Employees Council 31 went 
a si! ‘¢ against the home. Lang, 
chairman of the Illinois House Mental 
Health and Patient Abuse Committee, 
could not be reached late Thursday. 

The strike continues into its second 
month, with no talks scheduled be- 
tween the two sides, AFSCME 
officials have claimed the new 
replacement workers and employees 
from health care agencies are not 
providing quality care to the 
residents. 

Buddy Maupin, an AFSCME 
official, said in a statement that he 
was not surprised the problems had 
been fixed at Beverly Farm, 
considering that continued violations 
could have resulted in the home's 
decertification. 

‘We believe that there are still 
unresolved deficiencies in the quality 
of care at Beverly Farm, and we feel 
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there are systemic problems that 
cannot be brushed away with quick, 
temporary solutions.”’ 

On July 30, Howard A. Peters III, 
secretary of the Illinois Department 
of Human Services; Dr. John R 
Lump kin, state public health 
director; and Melissa Wright, 
associate director of the Department 
of Human Services’ Office of 
Developmental Disabilities — all of 
Springfield — paid a surprise visit to 
the home and its Developmental 
Training Center. The trio spent about 
90 minutes at Beverly Farm and 
issued a statement saying they found 
no issues that would be a threat to 
the health, safety and well-being.of 
clients. 

AFSCME officials had said the visit 
was not long or thorough enough to. 
be meaningful. The National Labor 
Relations Board is investigating 
complaints of unfair labor charges 
from both Beverly Farm and 
AFSCME against each other.

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Defendant denies role in 
murder-for-hire scheme |

A defendant denied his 
complicity Thursday in an 
alleged murder-for-hire 
scheme _uncovered.at the 
Madison County Jail but 
admitted his lifestyle was 
designed to mislead 
authorities. 

James A. “‘Raven” Evans 
of Alton took the stand 
Thursday in his own defense 
during his conspiracy trial 
in Madison County Circuit 
Court. 

He is accused of soliciting 
a jail cellmate earlier this 
year to arrange the killing 
of two witnesses who 
allegedly could tie him to 
the 1995 slaying of Nekemar 
‘Pookie’ Pearson in 
Godfrey 

During more than an hour 
of grilling by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Keith 
Jensen, Evans denied his 
involvement in the slaying 
and said he never told 
anyone to kill anybody 

The most damaging 
testimony-in-the conspiracy 
case has come from Tommie 
Rounds, a former Alton 

resident now living in an 
undisclosed location. He is a 
cousin to Evans and a 
former cellmate who was 
released from custody to aid 
authorities in the 
investigation. 

Rounds testified Tuesday 
that Evans approached him

while both were in jail about 
killing Alton bar owner 
Lester Warr and Illinois 
prison inmate Clifton 
Wheeler. 

Wheeler has testified that 
he was at the scene when 
Evans fatally shot Pearson, 
leaving his naked body in a 
wooded Godfrey area 

Also at the scene, Wheeler 
said, was Brian Warr, the 
son of Lester Warr. Brian 
Warr was shot to death last 
September, and authorities 
believe the man who is 
accused of killing him, 
Robert Fletcher of Alton, 
somehow was put up to the 
crime by Evans 
hey also think Evans 
viewed Lester Warr as a

Ryan: New economic credit law will “level playing field’ for Illinois 
Economic Credit for a Growing Economy Tax Credit Act gives businesses same breaks other states

A new bill signed 
Wednesday by Gov. George 


Ryan is 
expected 
“level the 


playing field” in attracting 
new businesses and jobs. 
The Economic 
Development for a Growing 
Economy Tax Credit Act will 
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offer tax credits based on 
employee payroll to new busi- 
nesses locating in Lllinois. 

Called the EDGE program, 
it would be administered by 
the Department of Commerce 
and Community Affairs. It will 
provide tax credits to busi- 
nesses tnat create a minimum 
number jobs and invest in 
businesses in the state. 

“We need to be sure our 
economy continues to grow at 
a healthy pace,” said Rep. 


Tom Holbrook, D-Belleville, 
one of the sponsors of the bill 
“This will not provide compa- 
nies with blank checks, they 
will be held accountable. 

Rep. Steve Davis, D- 
Bethalto, said the legislation 
should have a “direct impact” 
on the Metro East area. 

“We need to do whatever we 
can to attract new business to 
our region,” he said. “With the 
approval of this legislation, 
Illinois will no longer lose out 
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on businesses who are lured to 
Missouri and other border 
states because of their tax 
incentives.” 

James Pennekamp, execu- 
tive director of Leadership 
Council Southwestern Illinois, 
said the bill very important for 
the Metro East region and has 
been one of the major legisla- 
tive focuses of both the 
Leadership Council and the 
Regional Commerce and 
Growth Association. 
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Pennekamp said the mini- 
mum qualifications under the 
program are that a business 
have 25 employees and a $5 
million investment, but other 
details were not available yet 

Pennekamp said that “vir- 
tually every state” bordering 
Illinois has some kind of tax 
incentive program. 

The best example of a busi- 
ness lost to-another state was 
a major soybean processing 
plant that the Tri-City 
Regional Port Authority had 
attempted to lure to the are 

The company decided to 
locate the plant in Indiana and 
told local officials it was 
because that state offered an 
incentive plan similar to the 
one to be’signed by Ryan 


“The bottom line on that 
decision was that Indiana had 
an EDGE program,” 
Pennekamp said 

“When it comes down to two 
sites of equal advantage, the 
company is going to go with 
the site that offers the greatest 
incentive.” 

Ralph Korte, chairman of 
the RCGA Illinois Public 
Affairs-Committee, also 
praised the bill. 

“Gov. Ryan’s leadership, 
along with the continued 
strong support of the region’s 
senators and representatives, 
has leveled the playing field 
between the states in the com- 
petition for future attraction 
and expansion of industry,” 
Korte said.

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GMC’s “sportside” Sierra has macho look 


By Tom Strongman 


‘With its bulging rear fenders, GMC’: port- 
side” Sierra pickup truck looks about as tough 
as a Harl avidson. 

‘The “sportside” is one of two body styles 
available on this hew truck. The,“wideside,” 
with smooth sides, is the more typical look. 

Sinee-the“sportside” bed-is- some 11 inches 
narrower than the regular one, it would not be 
the best choice if maximum hauling capacity is 
your priority. Since most pickups are personal- 
use vehicles, hauling capacity is not much of 
an issue for most folks. 

The Sierra is completely new this year, 
and it is significantly improved over the previ 
ous model, even though its styling is not a radi- 
cal departure. Key elements of the new design 
are a bigger cab, longer wheelbase and tons of 
mechanical improvements. It is available in 
standard 1500 and heavy-duty 2500 series. 

A number of items set the new Sierra 
apart from its predecessor. First is a new-fam- 
ily of Vortec V-8 engines that consists of 4.8 
liter, 5,3-liter and 6.0-liter versions. This 
Sa ine’s basic architecture shares its roots 

ith the V-8 from the Corvette, and as such it 
in quick-revving, powerful and gutsy. 

Our test truck, a four-wheel-drive (4WD) 
extended-cab 1500, was equipped with the 5.3- 


quick and easy 

One reason people buy trucks is for towing 
trailers. Knowing that, GMC engineers wanted 
the Sierra to come already equipped for such a 
task.
